Some Useful Recipes, 

Spical Currants—One pint of vine- 
gar, £ pounds of sugar, 2 teaspoonfule 
of cinnamon, 1 teaspoonful of allspice, 
1 teaspoonful of cloves, a bit of mace, 
and salt, Steam G or 6 pounds of cur- 
rants, add the apices, sealded sugar and

Apple and Orange Jelly—Shred an 
orange vory fine, skin and all, and add 
it to the strained applo juiea in the 
proportion of an orange to two quarts 
of juice, or more if preferred, Take an 
equal measure of sugar and heat.

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SEED IMPROVEMENT WORK, 


By A EE. Rogers, Secretary Maine 
Seed Improvement Association, in the 
Quarterly Bulletin, © 


There seems to be an idea among 
many of the farmers of the state that on- 


Seed. Improvement Association can en- 
tor the lists to grow certified seed of 
various kinds, This is wrong, as any- 
one in the state can enter, whathor he 
belongs to the Association or not, The 
Associntion welcomes all to become 
mombers who are striving to produce 
better seed, as the membors of the As- 
sociation formulate tha rules and regu- 
lations and set tho standards for dif. 
ferent kinds ‘of seed, Therefore, a 
qnembor of the Association hag a voice 
in setting standards and making rulos 
gud régulations whether he raises cer-. 
tifled seed or not; while one not a mem: 
ber may bo raising n large amount of 
certified seed and selling it-with the 
Association tag and still not have the 
privilege of any voice in making rules 
or. standards. 

It is understood that the present 
standard set for geod potatoes in Maino 
is higher than. any other atato or that 
set by the National Potato Growers As- 


sdciagion, Therefore, there ia a desire 


on ‘the part of other states and the 
National Association, that the Maine 
Seed Improvement Association lower its 
standard to conform to theirs. This 
is a matter that must come up for ac- 
tion at our next ammual meeting. 

The gtandard as now set is hard for 
many to comply with, yet if it is held 
Wp, or even raised higher than it now 
is, it is only a queation of time when 
seed benring tha Maine Seed Associa- 
tion's tag will fake the Iead over all 
other, Maine will lose by lowering 
her standard to conform to other states 
which are now her rivals. It is doubt- 
ful if the farmers in any part of Maine 
want to do this. As far aa the writer’s 
knowledge goes, none of those who en- 
tered fields for certifiention last year, 
which failed to pass, wanted, or were 
willing to have the Maine standard 
lowered, oven if by so doing their eropa 
entered might have passed. If this 
feeling continues there is no question 
buf that Maine geod will rank higher 
than that of any other atate, thoroby 
chusing a greater demand and higher 
prices, 

The work of seed improvement is yet 
in ita infpney all over the country. 
Maine ig prohably aa far advanced ns 
any other state. It ig of nccessity oa 
work of slow growth, aa we all have to 
bo educated to the advantages of tm- 
proved seed. This ia especially true in 
the line of potatoes, Tho yield ptr 
aere can bo increased fally thirty per 
vont by seed selection, While it prob- 
ably is not sdvisnble, with the present 
demand for potatoes, to increase the 
output of the stata to any great ex. 
tent, if certainly would be of great 
value to the growera to produce the 
fame number of bushela on one-third 
lous gercage. This would menn a great 
caving in fertilizer, Iabor and cost. per 
bachol, allowing also more time for ath 
er lines of work and very matarfally 
reducing tha farmer’s eoxponses on 
many fitmy, There ato but compara- 
tively few potato growers in the stato 
that thoroughly realize this, 

The write? has noted much seed ba 
ings cut for planting this preaent spring, 
and in far too many cases it is the 
tun of tho bin, thers being no attempt 
to select the micdinm-sized, smooth 
tubera. Hundreds of bushels of pota: 
toes have been cut for seed that are 
anlesitable in ahope from any point 
of view, for the reason that if thoy 
wort pul upon tha market they would 
not bring the highest price. The re 
auiting crog will bo sare to take to a 
mare of leas degres facconding to the 


there planted, This cuts off tha grow. 
ve from tho highest prices, making 
slower gales and working to his idissd- 
vantage at all times. 

Yirkd itself in not all that ahould be 
etpvor for in the work of aced improve 
reat; smoothness and market quality 
mean as much to the grower aa the 
yiell, The idea is fo get the large 
victa with the highest market desir: 
Littles can be done to bring 
thia about, if seed of all shapes and 
aires are used for planting.

There is as much difference in. the. 


yield produced from individual tubers na 
there is difference in yicld in different 
varieties. The writer does not advise 
any potato grower who has a good va 
riety, such as the market requires, to 


change his seed by buying from out-| 


side parties, a8 he runs the risk of 
bringing to his farm potato diseases. 
which he may not have at present. If 


he has 4 variety such as the market de. 


mands, ho would far better make hig 
selection from his own bin, befug earo- 
ful fo pick out sinooth tubers of good 
size and shape. This should be follow- 
od overy year until such time ag each 
grower can raise enough seed from in- 
dividual tubers which have shown a 
capacity for both heavy yield and de- 
sirable market shape and size. 

If there is one person in the world 
who should have tha very best of any 
crop, it is the ona who is raising it. 
Many farmers fear that if they pick 
out avery perfect potato when thoy 
are racking their crop that it will make 
those left a lower grade with Jeas price, 
This might be true for tho first year 
or two, but, if followod, thelr whole 
crop will be so much better that, even 
with every perfect potato. picked out, 


| those sold will be far above what they 


wero raising and selling previous to 
practicing thia selection, Tho writer 
had this brought home to him very 
forcibly a your ago in sorting a bin of 
Norcross potatoes which were grown 
from selected seed for some years, Ey- 
ery porfeek potato was sorted for seed 
purposes, and the balance sent south 
for seed and the buyer pronounced 
thom one of the finest lota ho had over 
geen, Thorofors, the writer is con- 
vineed that, while this mothoid ia not 
the best by any means that the Maino 
farmer can practice, ite results ard so 


own seed and still have loft to sell to 
others for seed, 9 lot far better than 
it was ponsible for him to grow before 
beginning this work. 

The work ag ontlined above, while 
very geod aa far as it gocs, ia not the 
method whieh the writer would adviso 
the inembers of the Seed Improvement 
Aagociation to adopt whally, but sa a 
means of bettering thelr crops until 
such finie as shey cnn grow cnough for 
their own seed by xtarting from indi 
vidual tubers. 

Tho single tuber method allows one 
to get seed for the future from the 
very highest yielding tubers any varie 
ty may possess, The writer would ang: 
gest that all those who intond to raise 
cortifiol seed potatoes in the future, 
pick out at least 140 sniooth, goad sized 
tubera of the shape most typleal of 
the variety, and plant thease by them: 
aclves, cutting cach tutor inte four 
Meces, making four hills from cach, 
and placing a mark between each four 
hills, made by cach tuber. The differ. 
ence that he will find ia the yield in 
theso individual tubers will give him 
6 vivid idea of what he hos heen los- 
ing in the past. It is doubtful if he 
would plant the product of one-half 
of these for any consideration what- 
ever. 


Ho will find tubers that only give a 
yield of a fow bushels per neve that are 
ht for market and would not, under 
any system of fertilization or cultiva: 
tion, not him: any profit; and he will 
find othera that will gite a yield run. 
ning at the rate per aere of from five 
handred to wight hundred toshels, 

In the writer"s exporience, the prod, 
net of # xingle potata, whothor it be 
cut into four picees, making four hills, 
or a larger number of pleces, is alike 
in gonoral chargeteristicn, Lf one por- 
tion of the tuber produces an inferior 
stock the other pisces of that tuber 
will be ita exact cowaterpart, no mat 
ter Into how many pleces it haa Leon 
out.

The potato growers of 
Wisconsin were Igoking for a market 
for seed potatoes and, not having the 
exporience that the Aroostook county 
oy the northern Maine farmer had, they 
were willing to carry out any sugges- 
tion miade by Prof, Jones, Tho. regulte 
have been that, after a few years’ 
work, Prof, Jones has gotten some 
twelve hundred potato growers into an 
association to grow certified seed, -pro- 
ducing last season somé twenty car- 
londs, These have all beon kept in the 
state of Wisconsin, to be planted in 
1916. Thiscig the elass of seed that 
the Maine farmer will have to com- 
pete. with from now on, Yat the grow- 
or in Maine does not want to lose sight 
of the fact that the potato Helds of 
Maine aro the freest from disease of 
any state in the country that is grow-- 
ing potatoes in a large way. 

Tho loss of the Maine seed potate 
trade comed not by the superiority of 
potatoes front other states ia the point 
of vigor and yield, when planted south, . 
but from carelessness in grading, and 
Jnaat, but not least, by Maine not keop- 
ing her seed up to its best by selection, 
ay outlined above. 

No state which is now growing seed 
for southern trade can begin fo sucaess-

fully compete with. Maine, providing™ 
}that the Maine potato growor will take 


wp this work in earnest and earry it 
to its Jogival conclusion. Tf the loss 
and trouble of the present powdery 
seah quarantine bring home to the 
farmera the need of letter methods 
Hand enuact them to realize the improve+ 
ment they can make, it will be worth 
all that it has coat them the past win- 
ter, 

The work in other lincy of seed inn 
provement ig equally valuable, Yt has 
been found that, by selecting strains 
of certain varioties of oats, yields of 
from &0 to T10 bushela por acre can be 
obtained, When we consider this as 
compared with the old methods of sow- 
ing most anything that was oats and 
getting a yield of from 25 to 50 bush- 
ols, rarely, if ever, coming up to the 
Inst figure, it gives us some idea of 
what can bo done with oats and other 
small graina, 

Those having an oxceptionally fina 
field of ony crops whieh are trus to 
name ought to apply for entry into 
the certified list, There aro many calla 
for seed of uny carly yellow fleld corn. 
the past spring, with none to supply 
it, There could be a good paying buat 
ness for some of those who have good 
corn land to grow ao varloty of this type 
which will ripen in any season os far 
north ay contral Maine, It ig the abn 
of the Sead Improvement Department 
to acquire a largo lst of names of 
farmora outside of Maino who buy 
xocd each spring, especially potatoes, 
and mail to them a list of those who 
have the seed to sell here in our stata. 
This should bring calle for seed dircet 
ta those growing it,
